PY VASHINGT TON, Nov. 8.—If the 


‘British King and Queen come to 
Washington and stay at the White 
House during their American. visit 
next year, they will encounter a 
minimum of formalit y. 

In the first place, there is not 
room in the compact’ old mansion 
for a display of extreme ceremony. 
The entire building would fit into 
one wing of Buckingham Palace. 
The bedrooms are not even in 
suites, and tkere would be scant 
accommodations for the host of 
aides-de-camp and ladies-in-waiting 
who might be expected in a royal 
party. 

In the second place, President 
and Mrs, Roosevelt are given to 
hospitality rather than rigid for- 
mality in entertaining their guests. 

Most presidents have stood in the 
red or the blue room to greet dis- 
tinguished visitors, but. the Roose- 
velts are usually at the front door 
by the time the guests are alighting 
from a White House limousine.. 

Not that the President and first 
lady will depart from any of the 
rules which the masters of interna- 
tional etiquette in the State Depart- 
ment may preseribe for such a visit. 
Mrs. Roosevelt made it plain at a 
recent press conference that. even 
the matter of a curtsey before the 
Queen would be up to the protocol 
division.

ALDERMAN COUPLIN ORDERED | 
TO RESUME ALIMONY PAYMENT 


Appeals Court Reverses Decision 


Alderman Leroy E. Couplin of | 
the Twenty-sixth Ward was ordered 
to resume alimony payments to his 
divorced wife, Miss Edna Kiel, 
daughter of former Mayor Henry 
W. Kiel, in a decision today by the 
St. Louis Court of Appeals, which 
reversed a decision of the Circuit 
Court. 

Miss Kiel obtained a divorce in 
October, 1935, eight months after 
their marriage, on the ground of 
general indignities. The court 
awarded her alimony of $40 a month 
and restored her maiden name. 

In May, 1937, Alderman Couplin 
obtained a modification of the de- 
cree, setting aside the ailmony on 
payment. of $200 gross alimony. His 
divorced wife appealed from the 
modification. The Appellate Court 
ordered reduction of the alimony 
from $40 to $20 a month and pay- 
ment of back alimony. 
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when he returned to an Olive street 
tavern to look for his hat. 

The prisoner said he was Edward 
Lee Thompson, 26, employed on a 
WPA job at the chain-of-rocks rid- 
ing stable. The man he robbed was 
James A. Dougherty, a collector for 
Giraldin Bros, Real Estate Co., who 
yesterday afternoon collected the 
rent at a tavern at 3849 Olive street, 
where Thompson was spending 
some of his WPA salary for drinks. 

Feared Trouble With Wife. 

In a signed statement, Thompson 
explained that he anticipated trou- 
ble with his wife for spending his 
salary in a saloon. When he saw 
Dougherty collect the rent at 4:50 
o'clock he conceived the idea of 
robbing him. He followed Dougher- 
ty out of the tavern, pressed a fin- 
ger against the collestor’s back, as 
if he held a revolver, and ordered 
him to hanu over the money. 

Dougherty obeyed after Thomp- 
son accompanied him to his ma- 
chine, parked in Vandeventer ave- 
nue. Thompson ran into an alley, 
and was followed by Joseph Beck, a 
customer from the tavern, who had 
witnessed the holdup. Thompson 
pressed a finger against Beck's 
back, and together they returned to 
the tavern. 

Dougherty reported the robbery 
to police, but before |. officers 
reached the tavern Thompson had 
departed in an automobile with a 
friend. He left behind his brown 
fedora hat, which was turned over 
to the officers. At 9 o'clock last 
night police were surprised to hear 
from an anonymous telephone cal- 
ler that Thompson was back at 
the tavern. Several policemen hur- 


| ried there and arrested him.

He had but $3 in 
his possession and explained that

Calls for Trial of Polish 
to French Law — Hitler 
“Sends Doctors to Attend 
Wounded Diplomat.

PARIS, Nov. 8—The French 
press said today that measures to 
restrict German Jewish refugees in 
France would result from the shoot- 
ing here of a Nazi diplomat by a 
young Polish Jew. : 

The Paris newspapers reported 
that the German embassy asked 
that Herschel Grynszpan, 17 years 
old, be extradited to Germany for 
trial because his attack on Ernst 
vom Rath, its secretary, 0oc- 
curred in the embassy building 
which is considered German terri- 


tory. 

Extradition would be difficult, 
however, as French law provides 
against extradition for a political 
crime, 

Informed sources think Premier 
Daladier will restrict German Jew- 
ish refugee immigation in the in- 
terests of friendship with the Nazi 
Government and his desire for a 
French-German understanding. 

Hitler Sends Doctors. 

Two doctors sent by Chancellor 
Hitler from Berlin—Dr. Brandt, his 
personal physician, and Prof. Georg 
Magnus, director of Munich Uni- 
versity Surgical Clinic—arrived to 
attend Vom Rath. 

They went immediately to the 
hospital, where the diplomat’s con- 
dition was considered “very grave.” 
It was expected that an operation 
to remove a bullet from his ab- 
domen would be performed. A bul- 
let was removed from his right 
shoulder yesterday. 

Police continued questioning 
Grynszpan to learn whether he 
had ‘accomplices in the attack he 
said was made “to avenge Jews 
against their Nazi persecutors.” 

A German embassy spokesman 
declared the youth was “pushed into 
the crime by propaganda of Ger- 
man refugees.” 

Grynszpan insisted during police 
questioning that he acted alone to 
avenge Polish Jews driven out of 
Germiany. : 

Family Ousted From Germany. 

Detectives. said they learned that 
the Grynszpan family, including the 
father, mother, sisters and broth- 
ers, had come to France when they 
were ousted from Germany but 
were unable to find a home. 

The authorities on Aug. 15 re- 
fused to renew the youth's permit 
to live in this country. He told po- 
lice he left the home of an uncle 
residing here and lived in Paris 
parks and under bridges of the 
Seine River. 

Detectives said his parents last 
week were refused permission to 
remain in France and went with the 
rest of the family to Poland where 
they are living in an abandoned 
railroad freight car across from 
the German frontier. 


Berlin Police Disarming Jews; Acts 
of Reprisal. 

BERLIN, Nov. 8—Count Wolf 
von Helldorf, chief of Berlin police, 
announced today he was “disarm- 
ing” Berlin’s Jews and that he had 
seized quantities of arms and am- 
munition in the last few weeks. 

The announcement was made 
while Nazis were taking reprisals 
against Jews for the shooting of a 
German Embassy secretary in 
Paris by a young Polish Jew, but 
tae roundup of arms began some 
time before the Paris shooting. 

It was disclosed that a systematic 
search had been made and that all 
weapons for which special permits 
were lacking were seized. The police 
chief said 1702 firearms, 20,000 
found on Jews and that the searcn 
steel knives or knuckles had been 
fouond on Jews and that the search 
was continuing. 
| Anti-Jewish reprisals were re- 
ported from two German towns, 
while the Government barred all 
Jewish publications until further 
notice, 

At Kasse] a mob forced entrance 
into a synagogue and destroyed its 
furniture after a demonstration in 
front of Jewish stores. 

A similar demonstration occurred 
at Bebra. Crowds assembled out- 
side the synagogue and Jewish 
stores but refrained from violence. 

The Nazi press, meanwhile, as- 
serted the shooting would bring 
“serious consequences.”

éd dissenting opinion yesterday, 
urged the court to protect states 
from “needless” litigation filed in 
United States courts by companies 
or persons who “do not wish 
to obey” state laws. 

He wrote his opinion in a case 
volving a Florida law which re- 
quireg that canned citrus fruits be 
labeled with the name of the state 
in which they are grown. The ma- 
jority of the court, declaring that a 
lower United States Court erred in 
dismissing an attack on the law by 
Florida producers, ordered it to 
proceed with the trial. 

It was the first opinion day in the 
new term of the Supreme Court. 
Justice Black dissented from two 
of the 13 opinions and disagreed 
with another in part. His were the 
only dissents ‘noted. 

He said the dismissal of the 
Florida case should be affirmed. 
He said he believed that as all that 
was said of the legislation was that 
it was unwise or unnecessarily op- 
pressive, the petitioner’s appeal 
should be to the legislature and not 
to the judiciary. 

The majority view, read by Chief 
Justice Hughes, said facts alleged 
in the bin entitled the plaintiffs to 
an opportunity to prove their case. 

Justice Black said: “State laws 
are continually subjected to consti- 
tutional attacks by those who do 
not wish to obey them. According: 
ly, it becomes increasingly im- 
portant to protect state govern- 
ments from needless expensive bur- 
dens and suspensions of their laws 
incident to Federal Court injunc- 
tions issued on allegations that 
show no right to relief.” 

The court did not rule on several 
important cases before it. These in- 
volve the extent of the National 
Labor Relations Board’s authority, 
the right of a state to reverse its 
vote on the pending child labor 
amendment to the Constitution, and 
the extent of control a patent hold- 
er may exercise.

Against Germany.

BERLIN, Nov. 8—An organ of 
the German Foreign Office sharply 
attacked the United States today, 
charging official and unofficial at- 
tempts to incite South American 


countries against Germany and to 
convince South Americans of “the 


evil intentions of the Fascist 
states.” 

Diplomatisch - Politische Korre- 
spondenz cited a radio address Sun- 
day night by Sumner Welles, Un- 
dersecretary of State, and added: 

“It is known that the United 
States will neglect nothing, especial- 
ly in connection with the colonial 
question, to stir up a fear of Ger- 
many complex in South America.” 

Welles, in his address, declared 
the United States was prepared to 
join with other states of the New 
World in preserving the Western 
Hemisphere from “any threat of at- 
tack.” 

The Foreign Office organ said 
such American attempts had not 
succeeded, “for the public in these 
(South American) countries does 
not yet really believe these fables.” 

Korrespondenz continued: 

“If Americans, by calling upon 
their Monroe Doctrine, attempt to 
protect South American states, then 
it is their (South Americans’) busi- 
ness to consider ways and means of 
protecting their independence and 
the possibilities of living in peace 
with other continents. 

“As far as Europe is concerned 
it is to be hoped that this New 
World attempt to disturb peace will 
strengthen the impression of clear- 
thinking European peoples that ev- 
ery effort will be made by the Unit- 
ed States to play nations one 
against the other in order to 
strengthen its political and eco- 
nomic influence in the world, even 
at the cost of blood sacrifices’ by 
others.”

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THE GOOD OLD DAYS. 

Those pensive souls who yearn for the days that 
are gone must have been completely overwhelmed by 
that story yesterday about the infinitesimal tax rate 
that prevailed in St. Louis in 1820. 

The tax levy which Auguste Chouteau and Thomas 
Hart Benton paid on their real estate, slaves and 
cattle was only 35 cents on the hundred dollars, 
approximately an eighth of what we pay today. And 
there is reason to suspect that assessments were 
lower then in proportion to real value than they 
are in these days when the retention of assessments 
out of keeping with smoke-shrunken real estate 
values amounts to an exercise in fiscal levitation, 

Yet government in St. Louis in 1820, despite all 
this, was no bargain. Very few of the benefits of 
government that we take for granted were our ances- 
tors’ to enjoy. For example, the absence of adequate 
sanitary regulations and sewage facilities contributed 
to outbreaks of Asiatic cholera which took in one year 
as high as 4000 lives, the toll in St. Louis in 1849, 

The St. Louis of 1938—taxes and all—is prefera- 
ble to that of 1820. We take our stand With Burton 
Rascoe in this matter. The literary critic, irked 
with a friend who sighed, “It wasn't like that in the 
old days,” retorted, “No, it never, was.”

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A LITERARY VISIT TO THE VATICAN. 

It is a remarkable book about a remarkable per- 
sonage, this story of “A Reporter at the Papal 
Court,” which the Post-Dispatch is publishing in 
serial form. Beginning the year before Cardinal 
Ratti was called from Milan to accept the papal 
crown, Thomas B. Morgan has covered the Vatican. 

The 109-acre principality which is the Vatican State 
has yielded him many an exclusive story, but it has 
yielded him a great deal more. While reporting news 
facts for a press service, Mr. Morgan has also gained 
a wealth of interesting sidelights and intimate de- 
tail, and a grasp of papal statecraft not exceeded, 
perhaps, by that of any other layman. 

The story is simply written; a treatment of the 
spiritual dynasty that holds sway over nearly half 
the Christian world has no need of literary ornament 
to give it interest.

ND now students, we take up the 
study of—er—of development of life,” 
says the professor.

T HE debunking of advertising has been 3 
popular field of consumer writing in te 
cent years, as a series of non-fiction best 
sellers bears witness. The newest addition 
to the shelf, Helen Woodward's “It’s an 
Art” (Harcourt, Brace & Co., New York), 
combines useful information, superficial crit- 
icism and demagogic appeal. 

Mrs. Woodward knows a great deal about 
advertising as a business, and it is as & 
form of business enterprise that she consid- 
ers it for the most part. She centers on gen- 
eral or product advertising—printed, on the 
radio and by mail. Although advertising by 
stores is important to the consumer, she 
practically passes it by. 

Taking her readers behind the advertising

scenes, the writer shows how advertising, 


programs are devised, how they are put in 
to operation and how the plans are carried 
out by agencies. She pictures the advertis- 
ing man ag the advertiser's paid agent— 
a specialist with a mind of his own, but 
seldom with opportunity to use it. 
Instruction to consumers makes up a con- 


siderable part of the book. Products are 


named and judgments freely given. It is 
evident the writer enjoys puncturing some 
of the balloons of the beauty shop industry, 
for example. She seems to think, however, 
that in products sold to women the value 
of the item is not the only cost factor. If A 
woman gets $3 worth of satisfaction from 4 
high-priced cold cream, for instance, it is 
worth to her even though the cream it- 
self has a value of only 30 cents. 

Mrs, Woodward’s work has kept her in 
close contact with the press and the pres 
sures on it. So as one who knows she says 
that “it would be hard to overestimate the 
courage needed by a publication when it 
tells the truth which an advertiser won't 
Uke.“ By way of amplification she cites 
“the coverage of labor news by the New 
York Times, such independence as that of

You can only have freer trade in 
a world of freer traders, who are 
willing to operate on mutually ac- 
cepted principles, and there is not 
the slightest indication that such a 
condition“ is coming. Mr. Hull's 
policies might make better inter- 
national politics, but unfortunately 
international politics has gotten 
there first. ; 

And if we are in for a trade war, 
along quite new lines, then we can 
either join the Fascist blocs and, in 
the long run, adopt a lot of internal 
Fascist policies—an almost certain 
resiit—or gather the Souta Amer- 
ican nations around us for mutual 
self-protection and mutual benefit, 
letting the rest of the world go, 
since we are likely to be edged out 
of it anyhow except on its terms. 
In the latter case we should have to 
go for some sort of autarchy of 
the ericas, but one which the 
Americas could themselves control. 

The Hull idea seems at this 
moment completely chimerical.

Friday, Prior to General

WASHINGTON, N ov. &—Labor 


history will repeat itself at Pitts- 
burgh next week when the Com- 
mittee for Industrial Organization 
meets to set up a permanent or- 
ganization rivaling the American 
Federation of Labor. 

In the same city, on almost the 
same date 57 years ago, Samuel 
Gompers and his associates organ- 
ized a federation of craft unions. 
Five years later it became the 
American Federation of Labor. 

That first organization was com- 
parable to a dual labor movement, 
for at that time the order of the 
Knights of Labor was flourishing. 
Like the present-day CIO, the 
Knights of Labor organized both 
skilled and unskilled workers. 

Unlike his early predecessors, 
who collected only a few hundred 
dollars a year in dues, John L. 
Lewis will begin the building of a 
permanent CIO with considerable 
resources. The CIO has nearly 40 
affiliated organizations. 

400 to 500 Delegates. 

The convention will bring to- 
gether, officials said, between 400 
and 500 delegates. It will adopt a 
new name and a constitution, and 
lay down political, legislative and 
economic policies. 

The present name, Committee for 
Industrial Organization, will be re- 
placed by some such title as the 
Congress of Industrial Organiza- 
tions. Confederation, or Council, 
of Industrial Organizations also 
has been suggested, but whatever 
name is chosen the organization 
expects to retain the same initials, 

Lewis has no rivals for the pres- 
idency of the new organization. He 
is expected to be elected by ac- 
clamation. His close associates, 
Philip Murray, vice-president of the 
United Mine Workers, and Sidney 
* Hillman, president of the Amal- 
gamated Clothing Workers, prob- 
ably will be selected among the 
new vice-presidents. 

Garment Workers in Doubt. 


The International Ladies Gar- 
ment Workers’ Union, only organ- 
ization in the country with charters 
from both the CIO and the A. F. 
of L., may not be represented at 
a pre-convention meeting of CIO 
union presidens Friday. The Gar- 
ment Workers’ Board, headed by 
President David Dubinsky, is — 
uled to decide here Thu y 
whether to attend the convention. 

On the eve of the -convention, 
the CIO leadership apparently was 
not greatly concerned about agita- 
tion for a united labor movement, 
The keynote of advance prepara- 
tion was that the organization 
would press on with its member- 
ship drive and its collective bar- 
gaining demands. 

It is unlikely that the CIO leader- 
ship will enter into new peace con- 
ferences with the A. F. of L. unless 
there are fairly definite signs that 
the negotiations will succeed.

Though this is the only 
newspaper published in the terri- 
tory, it is in no sense a local sheet, 
but a world newspaper. There are 
no items dealing with community 
life, police courts, municipal budg- 
ets, reports of births, deaths and 
marriages, municipal improvements 
or city. council meetings. It is, in- 
stead, the official organ of the Vat- 
ican, dealing exclusively with the 
larger issues of the church. 

Behind the publications building 
are the barracks of the Papal Gen- 
darmerie, Here the 200 six-footers 
who compose the “corps” live a 
somewhat isolated life, under iron 
discipline, Their duties are divid- 
ed between policing Vatican City 
and acting as a ceremonial guard, 

Beyond the barracks are the ma- 
chine shops and power house. In 
these the United States is repre- 
sented by all types of machines 
from Milwaukee, Cleveland, Pitts 
burgh and Detroit. 

Into the machine shop, as I saw,

are used for receptions or for of- 
fices, The Belvedere Palace houses 
practically all the Vatican working 
population. Here is where the sedi- 
ari; the clerks, the pharmacists, the 
mechanics, the storekeepers, the 
carpenters, the plumbers, the brick- 
layers and painters live. 

They pay no rent, as the building 
is maintained by the Pontiff es- 
pecially for the. servants of his 
household. They receive between 
$50 and $60 a month in salary and 
this with the advantages in Vat- 
ican City, is enough to keep them 
at a sufficiently high ‘standard of 
living. Their apartments are mod- 
ern, equipped with heating, baths 
and electric appliances, the current 
for which is furnished free, 

Across the street from this apart- 
ment house is the general store; 
not a genera} store in the American 
concept, however, because its mer- 
chandise consists chiefly of edibles. 
It sells no clothing, no hardware, 
no meat, no fruit, no vegetables, 
no novelties, and deals only in 
staples. Alongside the grocery store 
is the village bar, an elegant and 
imposing establishment, true in 
every line to Italian tradition. It is 
by no means a bar in the American 
sense; a bar in Italy is limited to 
the counter and over it, seldom if 
ever, is a strong drink sold, The 
main article of consumption is what 
Americans call the demi-tasse, 

In all there are four bars within 
the Pope’s domain. The second one 
is in the canteen of the Swiss 
Guard. The third is in the mess 
room of the gendarmes and the 
fourth is in St. Peter's.

During a canonization the illum- 
ination of the interior of Christen- 
dom's greatest shrine is an impor- 
tant feature.

AltHough there is no crime in 
Vatican City, there is a jail. This 
vis located apart from the village 
and at the other end of the terri- 
tory; near the railroad station, 
There are three or four cells and 
these have been empty ever since 
the signing of the Lateran Pacts, 
except on two occasions. Once 

was when the gendarmes arrest- 
ed a demented Swedish woman 
for attempting to shoot an arch- 
bishop and another was when they 
caught a suspect. with a bomb. 
The woman was sent back to Swed- 
én and the man was turned Over to 
the Italian Government. No sen- 
tence has as yet been passed on 
any penal case. The courthouse is 
ocated in the same building as the 
jail and a judge is ready to sit in 
judgment, but never does. Like 
most courthouses, the building is 
imposing.

art of illumination. It is done not 
by electricity but by simple torches 
and primitive lanterns which have 
a mellow and golden flame so that 
the ensemble creates a mythical 
and even a supernatural effect. 


This type of illumination also ne- 
cessitates a large body of skilled 
men. Before 1870 the corps of San- 
pietrini regularly maintained for 
the work of the basilica numbered 
300. One of their tasks was the 
periodic lighting of the outside of 
the basilica on evenings of a great 
feast or jubilee. It was required 
of each sanpietrino that'he be able 
to do the work of a steeplejack, to 
scale the dome and work on the 
outside of the globe and lighthouse 
which surmount the whole edifice. 
The corps was maintained as a thor- 
oughly organized body for centuries. 

After 1870 the corps dwindled to 
very small proportions because the 
Popes as voluntary “prisoners of 


* the Vatican,“ ceased illuminating 


the dome and facade as a sign of 


‘their sadness at the despoiling of 


the Papal States and as a protest 
against the Italian Government. 
But Pius XT decided to illuminate 
the basilica again and he chose the 
occasion of the canonization of St. 
Teresa, “the Little Flower,” which 
took place on May 17, 1925. This 
was before the Lateran Pacts were 
signed but, like many other epi- 
sodes of the reign of Pius XI, it was 
another sign of his inclination to 
make peace with Italy. Many dif- 
ficulties p ted themselves be- 
cause 55 years had elapsed since 
there had been any exterior Ulumi- 
nation of the edifice. The old per- 
gonnel had passed away and the 
new personnel was both unskilled 

and reduced to a mere nucleus. 
Since the entire surface must be 
lighted by hand, the organization 
must be perfect and operate with 
clocklike precision to create the ef- 
fect of an instantaneous: ignition. 
Because illumination must spring 
from darkness, the sight of the 300 
men tied and clamped on the cupo- 
la and facade ig denied the public 
‘and few know that they are actually 
there.

Quite 
recently vacuum cleaners, dicta- 
phones, typewriter transmitters, 
photo transmitters, loud speakers 
and finally an airplane have been 
added to the modernization scheme, 
Radio, clothed in magnificent 
ubiquity; took the Vatican with one 
fell blow. 

Pius XI, friend of these mechan- 
ical intruders, has revolutionized 
the material instruments of the 
Holy See. He was always a patron 
of invention and scientific progress, 

His first coquetry with modern 
gadgets occurred when he accepted 
an automobile presented to him by 
Milan admirers in the first year of 
his reign. There was not even @ 
garage for it in the whole of the 
Vatican buildings. He ordered it 
to be placed with the papal state 
carriages, near the stables where 
the 16 papal blacks used for the 
Vatican carriages were kept. That 
was the beginning. In April, 1927, 
the blacks were superseded Sy ad- 
ditional motor cars and sold out- 
right. The coach house became the 
private garage of the Holy Father 
where five shining limousines des- 
tined for his exclusive use share 
shelter with the papal state car 
riages. 

Not less imposing than the vehic- 
ular transformation was the adop- 
tion of radio. Radio entered the 
Vatican City on Feb. 16, 1931, 
through the mumnificence of the late 
Marquis Guglielmo Marconi, the 
wireless inventor, who donated one 
of the most powerful stations in the 
world to the Pops. 

Even in Vatican -history, crowded 
as it is with epochal events, the day 
of the official opening of the sta- 
tion stands out. It was the first 
time that any Pope had ever spok- 
en into any mechanical or elec- 
trical device. It was the first time 
that a Pope’s voice had been heard 
beyond the human carrying range. 
There were not more than 50 per- 
sons present because the station, 
having no broadcasting studio; was 
not equipped for a large crowd. 
But what. transpired was heard by 
scores of millions all over the 
world.

HERE the medieval stolidity of 

the Vatican ambiente was thor-
